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Stop parking illegally 
- or you will be fined 


DRIVERS could receive a £100 fine and 
three points on their licence if they 
park dangerously outside primary 
schools. 

Mum-of-three Melanie Turnbull 
decided to take action against cars 
parking on zig zag lines, yellow lines 
and drop curbs in School Lane, 
Haverhill, over fears for the children’s 
safety. 

Now, PCSO Kayla Packman, staff from 
nearby primary schools and other 
angry parents have joined the effort to 
get parents parking more considerately 

Melanie, of Atterton Road, said: “We 
decided to buy cones and block off the 
areas that are most affected and protect 
the drop curb, crossing and zig zags. 

“But it will only work very temporarily 
because people have already started 
parking in between them - it is pure 
laziness.” 

Melanie’s children Callum, 9, and 
Evie, 5, attend Burton End Primary 
School and at drop-off and pick-up 
times Melanie says she has seen a car 
nearly hit a child on a zebra crossing, 
due to another vehicle causing an 
obstruction. 

She and other parents are taking it in 
turns to set out the cones at 8.40am and 
take them away at around 3.40pm. 

There are a few car parking spaces 
available near to the Burton End and St 
Felix Primary School, and Haverhill’s 
Rugby Club at the the top of the road 
has a public car park with around 30 
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spaces available. But Melanie says par¬ 
ents are “too lazy” to use those spaces 
and walk the short distance to the 
school. Instead, they try to park as close 
to the gates as possible. 

Fay Trussler, headteacher at Burton 
End, said: “We are concentrating on 
this for the safety of the children -that’s 
what our concern has been; to keep 
them safe.” 

Staff at St Felix are joining in with the 
initiative too in the hope it will have a 
lasting impact on parking problems. 

Officers have the power to photograph 
motorists who are breaking the law and 
hand them a £100 fine, which comes 
with an endorsement of three points. 

PCSO Packman said: “At some point, a 
child is going to get run over, and who is 
going to take responsibility for that? 

“We are putting things in place for the 
safety of children - it’s been ongoing for 
years really and their safety could be at 
risk.” 

It is hoped that one day the road will 
be fenced off, leaving space only for the 
school entrances, a crossing and a 
potential drop-off zone. 

A letter is being sent home to parents 
before the end of term, warning them to 
park correctly or face a fine.

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Marketing, said: “We are 
delighted that we are now in a 
position to start work on 
transforming the Burton 
Centre into an outreach cen¬ 
tre which will benefit the 
whole Haverhill community.” 

Services on offer at the cen¬ 
tre will include counselling, 
bereavement support, advice 
and complimentary thera¬ 
pies. A wheelchair lift is to be 
installed. 

New meeting rooms and 
offices will be on offer to 
members of the public to use, 
by prior arrangement. 

Barbara Gale, Hospice CEO, 
said: “We have chosen the 


town because of its large pop¬ 
ulation and its growing need 
for more services for those at 
the end of their lives. 

“The Burton Centre is an 
ideal building in which to 
deliver hospice care. The very 
fact that it is already connect¬ 
ed to the community and 
used by other groups will help 
us to reach more people.” 

St Nicholas Hospice Care 
was awarded more than 
£300,000 in Department of 
Health funding to convert the 
building, and the lease was 
signed at the end of November. 

Haverhill Library and the 
registrars’ service will both 
remain in the building - they 
will be open and accessible as 
usual throughout the work.

An ill conceived idea 

DESPITE their ‘concerns’ and 
‘worries’, the councillors of 
Haverhill have all agreed that its 
OK for 60% more traffic to be 
redirected through the residential 
areas of Mill Road, Mill Hill, 
Recreation Road, Chauntry Road 
and Helions Park Avenue in a 
further bid to prop up the failing 
idea of a traffic-free High Street. 
Did the ‘Safer Neighbourhood’ 
group think about how ‘safe’ these 
small roads would be with the 
increased heavy traffic flow, 
bearing in mind that there is an 
old people’s home in Mill Road, 
and a children’s play area on the 
corner of the recreation ground. 
Have they taken into account the 
ensuing parking problems along 
Recreation Road - over 70ft of 
parking space will be lost due to 
double yellow lines. 

Are any of the ‘concerned’ and 
‘worried’ councillors planning to 
visit this potentially ‘unsafe’ 
neighbourhood, to address the 
concerns and worries of its 
residents? 

Or will they not be visiting us 
again until they want our vote at 
next election in 2015? 

Our roads are congested enough 
without more traffic being forced 
through them, but 
pedestrianisation seems to be 
doggedly pursued at any cost. 

And thinking about cost, as a tax 
payer, I’m wondering how much 


needs to be spent to implement 
this Experimental Traffic 
Regulation Order, and how the 
experiment be deemed a success 
or a failure. Will a traffic-free High 
Street also exclude disabled 
drivers? 

The pedestrianisation of Haverhill 
has proved to be an ill-conceived 
idea which has been problematic 
from the start. Many argue that it 
has contributed to the decline of 
shops in the town; others say that 
it doesn’t work due to cost of car 
parking, and the police don’t think 
it’s their job to monitor the illegal 
parking and issuing of parking 
tickets. Perhaps Haverhill High 
Street just isn’t suitable for 
pedestrianisation, after all it was 
originally the only main road 
through the town, but whatever 
the reason for its failure, there 
comes a time when enough is 
enough. If the experimental traffic 
order isn’t successful what 
happens then? Is there a plan B, 
or will the long and sorry saga 
continue to be dragged out for 
another 30 years? 

So, if Suffolk County Council has 
some money to spare, instead of 
spending it on Traffic Regulation 
Orders, why not use it to open up 
the High Street, reinstate some 
kerbstones, and install a couple of 
zebra crossings? 

As a life-long resident I can’t 
believe that the people of 
Haverhill are happy to forgo safety 
in other streets of the town, 
providing the High Street is 
deemed traffic free. So I’d like to 
suggest that the job of the Safer 
Neighbour group is to maximise 
safety on all our town’s roads, and 
not to prioritise some over others.

We’re in it together? 

FOLLOWING a recent article in a 
national paper about 340 MPs on 
all sides of the house claiming 
expenses for gas and electric bills 
from the tax payer, I checked the 
list and found our West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock had claimed 
part of his bill which was £48.84. 
Feeling annoyed, I sent an e-mail 
to him and asked him to explain 
to his constituents why he felt the 
need to claim for part of his gas or 
electric bill from the tax payer 
when hard-working families in 
West Suffolk will be having to 
make a choice this winter to either 
eat or heat. 

I received a letter from Mr 
Hancock explaining that he is a

Here is an MP who earns well over 
the average wage and has just 
been awarded a £10, 000 a year pay 
rise and he wants the tax payer to 
pay £48.84 towards his electric 
bill. 

I have since seen on a website that 
the electric bill is only the tip of 
the iceberg. He has claimed part of 
his water bill, claimed for 
telephone usage/rental and we are 
also paying his full TV licence at 
£145.50 and - get this - the tax 
payer is even paying for house 
insurance at £175.96 when there 
are lots of hard working families 
who can’t afford to insure their 
own homes. 

Yet some of their tax goes towards 
paying his. 

So what does Mr Hancock mean 
when he says he keeps bills to the 
tax payer to the absolute 
minimum!

THE community budget success of 
Haverhill was presented at a national 
conference. 

Sarah Howard, Chairman of the 
ONE Haverhill board, met with min¬ 
isters and officials at the 7th annual 
Communities Conference on 
November 21. 

Days later, she also attended a min¬ 
isterial round table event to discuss 
how the Government could contrib¬ 
ute further to community budget 
schemes. 

Haverhill was one of 12 pilot loca¬ 
tions chosen by the government to 
trial a community budget scheme, 
which gives local residents the chance 
to have a say on how money is spent in 
their area.

Minister of State for Crime Prevention 
Norman Baker MP were just some of 
those present to hear of Haverhill’s 
success. 

Mrs Howard said: “This was a great 
opportunity to shout nationally about 
the great work organisations in 
Haverhill are doing and how we are 
working together for the good of the 
community. 

“Nick Hurd was particularly inter¬ 
ested in involving Chambers and 
businesses and they all appreciated 


that one of the successes of the pilots 
is that people care about their imme¬ 
diate community and are willing and 
able to put some time into it. 

“We are proud of the achievements 
and I was privileged to represent such 
a fantastic partnership.” 

The Community Budget scheme, 
now re-named our place, is set to be 
expanded across other areas due to its 
successful pilot.

SNT gets ready 
for online vote 


VOTES for policing priorities 
are going online for the first 
time next week. 

Haverhill’s Safer 

Neighbourhood Team (SNT) 
meeting on Monday is going 
to include an online vote in a 
bid to get a wider view on 
what residents want to see. 

The meeting, which takes 
place from 7-9pm at the Arts 
Centre, will be streamed 
online and viewers can make 
their priority choice from 
home. 

Sergeant Gary Miller, the 
SNT’s new sergeant, said: “As 
people arrive, they will be a 
given a pro-forma piece of 
paper where they can record 
their priorities. 

“They will be counted and 
whittled down into nine pri¬ 
orities - and some of those 
may well be some that have 
come from online.” 

People present at the meet¬ 
ing and those watching

online will then have their 
chance to vote on the nine 
priorities, and the top three 
will be carried forward for 
the next quarter. 

Sgt Miller says that voters 
may take a few meetings to 
get used to the new process, 
but the team remains hope¬ 
ful that the digital choice will 
result in some new priorities. 

The current priorities, as 
voted for in September, are 
anti-social behaviour in 
Bedford Court, Clayhive 
Drive, Clements Close and 
Clements Drive, speeding 
vehicles in the High Street, 
and parking on the pavement 
in town - especially on the 
High Street. 

Officers have carried out 
more than 100 patrols on the 
Clements Estate. 

Sgt Miller said: “We want to 
get into something we can 


resolve with our partners, 
rather than just going over 
the same. 

“I want to make sure that 
we do our part to resolving 
the issue in the High Street -1 
don’t think enforcement will 
be the solution, but we want 
to do what we can.” 

Since September, the police 
handed out between 150 and 
160 fixed penalty notices to 
drivers in Haverhill. Around 
130 of these happened in the 
last month. 

Regardless of priorities, Sgt 
Miller has said that enforce¬ 
ment work will continue to 
monitor speeding and park¬ 
ing in the High Street.

Itoomen 
jailed for 
wallet and 
phone theft

ROBBERS who stole a mobile 
phone and wallet from a motorist 
have been jailed. 

Luke Perry, 22, of Cangle 
Junction, Haverhill, and Stephen 
Pryce, 21, of Sorrel Walk, Haverhill, 
forced a man sitting in his car to 
hand over his mobile phone and 
wallet. 

Perry repeatedly hit the man in 
the face, causing a cut to his lip 
which needed stitches, the court 
was told. 

The man’s other facial injuries 
from the incident, which took 
place in July, forced him to take a 
week off from work. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, 
said that when police visited 
Perry’s home they found the vic¬ 
tim’s bank card as well as the sto¬ 
len wallet and phone. 

Both men pleaded guilty to rob¬ 
bery, and Pryce asked for 14 other 
offences to be taken into account. 

The 21-year-old committed the 
robbery while on bail for stealing 
£1,290 worth of jewellery from a 
friend’s mother. 

He pawned the necklace and 
pendant for £82 and it has never 
been recovered. 

Richard Potts, mitigating for 
Pryce, said: “This is a young man 
who has fallen victim to the use of 
drugs over a period of years. 

“It has been a problem over the 
last few years when he has found 
himself more and more reliant on 
these drugs, stealing and being 
dishonest to fund that need.” 

Pryce has already spent three 
Christmasses and birthdays in

custody for other offences. 

Ian James, mitigating for Perry, 
said his client had an “unsettled” 
early life, and wanted to make a 
change. 

Judge John Devaux ruled that 
the offending was so serious that 
it required immediate custody. 

Perry was sentenced to 36 
months and Pryce to 40 months 
on November 28 at Ipswich Crown 
Court.

Salt Marsh Lamb 
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Bi-polar disorder has made life a rollercoaster 
for Paul Fuller. Here, he talks to Alice Ryan 
about the highs, the lows, and finally finding 
health and happiness 


L OCKED in a secure unit, 
under a 24-hour watch, 
Paul Fuller thought his life 
was over. He had a good job, a 
lovely wife, a new daughter - 
and he’d lost it all in the blink 
of an eye. 

“I wasn’t eating, wasn’t 
drinking, wasn’t functioning 
as a normal human being,” 
he says, shaking his head. “I 
thought that was it, that I was 
going to die. I really did.” 

Though he didn’t know it at 
the time, Paul was suffering 
from bi-polar disorder; at the 
end of a manic phase - which 
had seen him take a huge leap 
and set up his own business - 
he’d crashed into a black hole 
of despair. 

“I was an HGV driver and I’d 
decided to go self-employed,” 
he explains. “I got a lorry all 
painted up, went to see it, 
came home and just went 
absolutely ape. 

“I can’t remember to this day 
what I did. All I know is that it 
wasn’t very nice... 

“The first thing I do 
remember is the police coming 
to the house to take me away.” 

These days, it’s hard to 
imagine Paul scaling such 
heights or plumbing such 
depths: frank, funny and 
warm, he comes across as both 
laid-back and incredibly level¬ 
headed. 

“I’ve had eight years without 
a relapse, touch wood,” says 
Paul, leaning forward to pat 
the coffee table. “I’ve come a 
long way in those eight years. 
And I am very proud of that.” 

Paul is sharing his story to 
raise awareness of bi-polar 
disorder - he says, though 
things have improved, there 
is still a stigma surrounding 
mental illness - and also fly 
the flag for Cambridge charity 
Re-Use. 

Formerly known as 
Cambridge SOFA, it’s a largely 
volunteer-run service which 
helps people on low incomes 
furnish their homes. 

“I furnished my whole house 
thanks to Re-Use; I came out 
of hospital with nothing to my 


name,” says Paul, currendy 
taking a coffee break in the 
furniture showroom. 

“Then I started volunteering 
here, as a driver collecting 
donations. It started just 
as something to do in the 
daytime, but it opened so 
many new doors. 

“More than anything, it 
made me feel worthy: it feels 
good to be doing something 
for the community, to be giving 
something back.” 

With hindsight, Paul believes 
he’s been bi-polar since he 
was a child. “I used to get quite 
physical with my two brothers, 
punching them and hitting 
them. 

“Now I think that was the 
first sign: this rage would be 
there one minute, then it was 
just gone.” 

A form of depression, 
bi-polar disorder manifests 
as extreme mood swings. 

“You have massive highs and 
massive lows,” explains Paul. 

“With the highs you just 
keep going up and up until 
everything’s technicolour; it’s 
brilliant, it really is. 

“I’d love to have a high again 
- but I couldn’t stand die low, 
and what goes up must come 
down... 

“The lows are dark, black, 
really horrible; something 
you don’t ever want to be 
associated with. You don’t want 
to get out of bed, let alone get 
dressed and make a cup of tea. 

“You don’t want to do 
anything - and that can go on 
for weeks at a stretch.” 

Previously known as manic 
depression, bi-polar disorder is 
more common than you might 
imagine: according to NHS 
figures, one in every hundred 
people in the UK is bi-polar. 


The exact cause of the 
condition is not known, but 
periods of extreme stress and 
major life-changes are believed 
to be triggers, along with 
genetic and chemical factors. 

Paul’s childhood was, he 
concedes, ‘not the happiest’. 
Moving out of home aged 5, to 
live with his grandparents, he 
says a troubled relationship 
with his father was at the root. 

“He had what I called at 
the time ‘manic spells’; now I 
think they’re very similar to the 
episodes I’ve had. But we never 
saw eye-to-eye.” 

At 11, after his parents 
divorced, Paul moved back 
in with his mum and things 
seemed to setde down: “School 
was good. I did what I wanted 
to do, concentrated on my art. 

“I used to love the political 
cartoons in The Sun; the first 
thing I ever drew freehand was 
a picture of Ted Heath with a 
pipe...” 

It was after leaving school, 
and joining the army, 
that Paul’s mental health 
deteriorated sharply. 

His first tour was to 
Northern Ireland, at the height 
of the troubles: “We came 
across a lot of violence: petrol 
bombs, riots. 

“You’d be walking along 
the road, minding your own 
business, and get bottles and 
stones thrown at you. It was a 
very hostile environment. 

“I was only 19 and I just 
didn’t want to be there. I 
became fixated on the fact 
something bad was happening 
back home and it overtook 
everything. 

“I wasn’t concentrating on 
my job; I was making silly 
mistakes and putting the other 
guys at risk.

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“One day we were running 
along and my webbing - with all 
the ammunition strapped to it - 
just fell off, because I hadn’t fitted 
it properly 

“I was taken off the streets and 
three weeks later sent home.” 

Once back home, Paul 
discovered something bad had 
indeed happened: one of his 
brothers had been diagnosed with 
lymphatic cancer. 

“Mum hadn’t told me because 
she didn’t want to worry me. 

“He was given three months to 
live - but thankfully he survived 
and he’s still doing well now.” 

Deciding to change tack and 
follow his childhood dream of 
becoming a lorry driver, Paul got 
his HGV licence and for a while 
his life was on an even keel. 

“There’s a great sense of 
achievement, a sense of control, 
when you’re driving an HGV From 
the age of 7 I’d wanted to drive 
something big and beautiful - and 
that’s what I was doing.” 

Paul married and had his 
daughter, Natasha, now 23. But 
then, when she was barely a year 
old, his first ‘major episode’ hit 
and both his marriage and career 
crumbled. 

“After that first spell in hospital 
I was out for a few months, in for 
a few months. I was in denial, to 
be honest. 

“I didn’t want to accept there 
was anything wrong, and I also 
didn’t want to take medication. 

“I thought the doctors were 
trying to take over my brain, 
make me a different person - like 
something you’d see in a film. 

“So as soon as I had the 
opportunity, I’d stop taking the 
pills.” 

During one of his better spells, 
Paul married again and had a 
second child, Carl, now 12. 

But then, almost 10 years ago 
now, he had ‘a serious breakdown’, 
which saw him spend a month 
on remand in prison and nine 
months in a secure unit. 

“It was bad. Very bad. Again I 
had a massive black out and all 
these accusations were made... 

“While I was in hospital I made 
a vow that, no matter what, I was 
going to take my medication from 
now on - and I was never going 
back to hospital.” 

Thanks to a combination of 
self-discipline and a carefully 
monitored treatment programme 
- which includes a bespoke 
prescription and keeping a ‘mood 


diary’ which his case worker 
assesses at the end of every 
month - Paul has kept his promise 
to himself. 

“There have been ups and 
downs, life’s like that, but nothing 
serious.” 

One of his meds is Lithium 
which, he explains, ‘keeps my 
brain cells separate: they used to 
mingle and have a party...’. 

The irony is, he adds: “For 12 
years I thought the pills would 
change me for the worse; now, 
after taking them for eight years, 

I think I’m a better person than I 
was before.” 

Paul says he polices his state of 
mind constantly. “I picture a box 
in my head and I have to keep 
myself inside that box. 

“At the bottom is level five, 
which is ‘Okay’, six is ‘Pretty good’, 
seven is ‘Very good’ and eight and 
nine are ‘Party time’. 

“Any mood outside that box 
is dangerous: if I can feel myself 
rising too high I take a deep 
breath, do some reading, do a 
jigsaw. I level myself out.” 

As well as losing out on time 
with his children - while he was in 
and out of hospital he had access 
only rarely - Paul also rues having 
his HGV licence revoked because 
of his illness. 

“I’m about to reapply, after eight 
years without an episode,” he 
smiles. “And the kids are great too: 

I see them both once a fortnight.” 

Settled into a bungalow in Little 
Eversden, with his rescued Staffie- 
cross-Jack Russell Bruce (“Dogs 
are good for you in so many 
ways”), Paul is about to move in 
with new girlfriend Ann. 

The couple met in the queue for 
the Number 75 bus in Cambridge: 
“We call it the Love Bus now! She’s 
beautiful, wonderful... 

“I told her all the bad stuff and 
she just says ‘That’s not you now. 
That’s all in the past’.” 

Does Paul ever feel angry about 
the impact bi-polar disorder has 
had on his life? 

“Sometimes I feel angry at 
myself, for not waking up to 
the facts sooner, not taking my 
medication... I feel like I lost a lot 
of time. 

“But, though it’s taken its time, 
everything’s working out now. You 
just have to stay positive. 

“Even when you’re in the 
darkest of tunnels, there’s a tiny 
glimmer of light at the end - you 
just have to keep moving towards 
it.”

Here are a few recipes for 
seasonal drinks that are 
guaranteed to give Santa’s 
ruddy red cheeks a run for 
their money. 

Whether you’re throwing a 
party, or just want to enjoy a 
couple of drinks on the sofa, 
it’s worth making the effort 
this Christmas. 

You might need a couple of 
special drinks as well, so 
here’s some suggestions 
which won’t trouble even the 
most amateur bartender. 

If you’re making a few of 
these drinks at a time, then 
you just need to remember to 
multiply the quantities 
accordingly. 

All you’ll need, then, is 
some ice (and for quality and 
quantity’s sake, it’s probably 
best to buy a bag in from the 
supermarket), a couple of 
martini glasses, although 
these aren’t essential if you 
don’t mind going without, 
and a cocktail shaker. 



NICE: Baileys cinammon spice 

Chin chin! 

COINTREAU WINTER 
BERRY FIZZ 
50ml Cointreau 
10ml Almond syrup 
(This can be made in 
advance by using a cup of 
water, two cups of sugar and 
half a teaspoon of almond 
extract. Place the water in a 


pan, bring it to a boil, add the 
sugar, and keep stirring it 
while it dissolves. Then 
remove it from the heat and 
add the extract. Allow to 
cool, then refrigerate before 
using.) 

3 or 4 fresh blackberries 
20ml lemon juice 
Soda water 

Shake and strain the ingre¬ 
dients into a glass, then top 
with soda water. Garnish 
with a cinnamon stick and 
lemon peel. 

CLOVE KISS GIN & TONIC 
TWIST 

50ml Bombay Sapphire 
(infused with blood orange 
and cloves) 

100ml tonic water 
2tsp caster sugar 
1 green cardamom pod 
For the blood orange- 
infused gin: 

Take a bottle of Bombay 
Sapphire gin and pour out 
50ml. Replace with 35ml of 
fresh blood orange juice, 
eight large peels from the 
skin of a blood orange and 10 


cloves (adjust to taste). 
Replace cap, shake well, and 
place in fridge until you’re 
ready to drink it, but for at 
least 24 hours. 

For the flavoured sugar, 
take the seeds from one 
green cardamom pod and 
place in a pestle. Crush well 
with the mortar until there’s 
a fine powder and then add a 
couple of teaspoons of caster 
sugar. Mix well with a tea¬ 
spoon. Reserve to one side on 
a saucer. 

Take a chilled balloon glass. 
Wipe some blood orange 
juice on the rim of the glass, 
then turn the glass upside 
down and roll the rim around 
the saucer of cardamom 
infused caster sugar until it’s 
fully covered. Shake off any 
excess. 

Turn the glass the right way 
up and fill with cubes of ice, 
being careful not to knock off 
the sugar. Pour in 50ml of the 
blood orange and clove- 
infused Bombay Sapphire. 
Stir briefly. 

Top the glass with 100ml of 


tonic water, being careful to 
retain the fizz. Stir again 
very briefly. Finally, add a 
wheel of blood orange, stud¬ 
ded with five cloves, to the 
top of the glass. 

BAILEYS CINNAMON 
SPICE 

25ml Baileys Hazelnut fla¬ 
vour 

25ml Baileys Original 

20ml Smirnoff vanilla 
vodka (Or make your own 
with plain Smirnoff and ’Atsp 
of vanilla extract) 

120ml milk 

1 stick cinnamon 

Ground cinnamon to gar¬ 
nish 

Fill a jug or cocktail shaker 
with ice. 

Measure both of the Baileys, 
vodka and milk into the jug 
or cocktail shaker (if you 
don’t have the flavoured 
Baileys, use 50ml of Baileys 
Original instead). 

Shake the mixture vigor¬ 
ously until the surface of the 
cocktail shaker feels chilled, 
or stir for several minutes to

Use a cocktail strainer to 
strain the mixture into a 
martini glass. 

Sprinkle cinnamon powder 
on the surface of the drink, 
and place a cinnamon stick 
at an angle in the glass to 
garnish.

LOOSELY based on The 
Snow Queen by Hans 
Christian Andersen, Frozen 
proves that Disney's 
animated heroines have 
unquestionably come of age. 

Long gone are the rose- 
tinted days when princesses 
waited patiently for Prince 
Charming to sweep them 
off their feet or save them 
from some grim fate. Now, 
independent and self-assured 
heroines are just as smart 
and resourceful as their male 
contemporaries. . . and they 
don't need the love of a man 
to affirm their self-worth. 

Frozen is a terrific fairytale 
adventure that melds 
old-fashioned values with 
state-of-the-art visuals and 
a rousing musical score with 
infectious songs by husband- 
and-wife team Robert Lopez 
and Kristen Anderson-Lopez.

Drive for 


green 

HAVING a place to park a car by your home is 
important, there’s no arguing that. But is it more 
important than having an open green space to 
welcome you, visitors and nature to your front 
door? 

As traffic increases and time-hungry 
householders opt to pave or 
concrete their driveway to 
avoid garden maintenance, 
there's little doubt the state of 
our front gardens is spiralling 
downwards. 

Yet, points out horticulturist 
Joe Swift, pictured right, the 
front garden should be the 
first point of a welcoming 
haven. 

Swift, one of many 
gardening experts appearing 
in Great British Garden 
Revival, a new 10-part BBC2 series starting 
on Monday, visited one such haven in award¬ 
winning Rockcliffe Avenue, Whitley Bay, north 
Tyneside, where residents have transformed their 
paved street with colourful plants and containers 
overflowing with flowers. 

The result isn't just aesthetic, residents have also 
reported a much greater sense of community, 
with kids no longer 'causing havoc' in the street 


space 

and people no longer dropping litter. 

"A lot of people just concrete or pave their 
gardens over and just forget about the plants, 
but research shows how important plants are 
in reducing pollution, for wellbeing and house 
prices," says Swift. 

Creating a planting buffer 
between your home and traffic 
is also like putting a filter paper 
between you and the pollution, 
explains Rob Mackenzie, 
professor of atmospheric 
science at Birmingham 
University. 

''If you put plants very close 
to the traffic then they have 
a greater chance of soaking 
up the pollution and making a 
significant reduction, perhaps 
as much as 10 or 20%," he 

explains. 

Some three-quarters of households in Britain 
have cars - 40% of those have two cars - and 
the increased use of concrete or paving to 
accommodate them has led to huge drainage 
problems in some areas. 

Swift says there are products out there which 
can accommodate both plants and vehicles. In the 
BBC programme, he looks at reinforced hexagonal

plastic mesh which goes into the ground, and you 
can park your car on it when it has been filled 
with either gravel or plants. You lay it by firstly 
putting landscaping fabric over the soil to allow 
water to drain through and suppress weeds. Then 
place a layer of sand on to the fabric and embed 
your mesh into it. Then you fill your hexagonal 
slots with loamy topsoil and sand, which is perfect 
for sowing grass seed. Sow the seed in late 
summer, early autumn or spring. Before long, the 
grass will be growing above the mesh, but you 
can drive a car over it. Alternatively, use gravel 
or use a combination of gravel and grass seed or 
other low-growing plant, like thyme or camomile. 

"It's a way of softening the ground but still 
making it durable and tough enough to drive a car 
on. There are several products out there and you 
can get them online." 


Herbaceous ground cover like hardy geraniums 
and alchemilla mollis are pretty tough and can 
easily be incorporated into many front gardens, 
he notes. 

"If your front garden is in a shady area you could 
go for plants like hostas and ferns, anything that 
can take a bit of a battering and which you can 
get into the ground." 

He also recommends planting strongly scented 
plants in your front garden such as Christmas box, 
a really tough evergreen which you will notice as 
you enter or leave your front garden every day. 

"Wintersweet is another good scented plant, as 
are a lot of winter flowering viburnums which can 
fill the whole street with an incredible fragrance."

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Avoid floodwater risks 


MANY drivers display a devil- 
may-care attitude to flooded 
roads, according to a survey. 

Nearly 2 per cent would ignore a 
road-closed sign, while 42 per cent 
would blindly follow the vehicle in 
front if it managed to cross a 
flooded road successfully, the poll 
shows. 

Around a quarter of drivers (27 
per cent) would attempt to go 
through moving floodwater near¬ 
ly 12in (30cm) deep, according to 
the Populus survey conducted for 
the Environment Agency and the 
AA. 

Both the agency and the motor¬ 
ing group strongly advise not 
entering floodwater that is mov¬ 
ing or is more than 4in (10cm) 
deep. 

Those living in the North East 
are most cavalier about driving 
through deeply flooded roads, 
with men and those aged 55-64 
most likely to attempt to negotiate 
high water-level routes, the survey 
suggests. 


The poll results are based on 
responses from 21,165 AA mem¬ 
bers. 

Phil Rothwell, head of flood 
strategy and engagement at the 
Environment Agency, said: 
“Tragically, people die because 
they’ve taken risks and attempted 
to drive through floodwater just to 
save a few minutes. Floodwater is 
dangerous, dirty and it can carry 
disease. 

“If there is widespread flooding 
in your area then don’t travel and 
if a road is closed then turn around 
and make a detour. Your journey 
could take you a little longer but 
making the right decision could 
ultimately save your life.” 

Darron Burness, head of the AA’s 
flood rescue team, said: “The 
9,000 vehicles driven into flood- 
water that the AA attended last 
year tell only half the story. 

“There are thousands of other 
drivers who, perhaps unwittingly, 
came so close to coming a crop¬ 
per.”

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Electric option ‘not 
turning buyers on’ 



ELECTRIC CHARGING POINT: But potential buyers want far 
more before considering whether to make the switch 


GOVERNMENT support 
for electric cars appears to 
be failing to spark off real 
interest from drivers, 
according to a survey of 
more than 3,000 motorists. 

Only 1 per cent of UK 
drivers own an alternative 
fuel vehicle (AFV), while 
C02 emissions are at the 
bottom of the checklist 
when Britons are shopping 
for a new car, the poll by 
Auto Trader found. 

Since January 2011, 
motorists have been eligi¬ 
ble for up to £5,000 upfront 
cost relief on the purchase 
of a new electric vehicle 
but the survey showed that 
35 per cent of drivers were 
unaware of this grant. 

While 32 per cent of 17 to 
24-year-olds said they were 
likely to buy an AFV, only 
18 per cent of those aged 65 
or over were likely to. The 
survey also showed that 
while 62 per cent of women 
said they cared deeply 
about the impact their cars 
had on the environment, 
only 39 per cent of men did.

Auto Trader group mar¬ 


keting director Jonathan 
Williams said: “The good 
news for car manufactur¬ 
ers is British motorists are 
taking an interest in elec¬ 
tric vehicles - when made 
aware of the benefits and 
cost savings. Flowever, 
we’re still a long way from 
convincing motorists to 
make the switch. 

“Put simply, going green 
is not currently an attrac¬ 
tive package. UK motorists 
are being asked to make 
huge compromises on aes¬ 
thetics, investment of their 
time finding and charging 
their vehicle. It’s no won¬ 
der why, on top of all of 
these factors, a higher 
upfront purchase price is 
too much of an ask. 

“Therefore, despite a £400 
million investment and a 
further £500 million on its 
way in 2015 from the 
Government, motorists are 
still lacking information 
on costs, efficiency and 
effectiveness of owning 
electric vehicles - and, sim¬ 
ply, choice. Clearly not 
enough is being done to 
incentivise both manufac¬ 
turers and consumers.”
